Ad Hoc Committees 

From time to time, our town faces special chal¬ 
lenges. An example of such a challenge would be the 
problem which some homeowners in Feeding Hills are 
facing with their septic systems. Apparently, state 
funds for sewers may not be readily available for 
some time, perhaps several years. While studies need 
to be conducted in order to be ready to apply for state 
funds when they become available, homeowners in 
Feeding Hills need more than that, now. It may be that 
something can be done in the meantime. As Mayor, I 
would set up an Ad Hoc Committee of interested res¬ 
idents and citizens with knowledge about the given 
problem, as well as professionals or companies. For 
example, with regard to the Feeding Hills problem, I 
would solicit help from waste management and envi¬ 
ronmental resource companies. One possible interim 
solution which has been offered by a Feeding Hills 
resident might include a super sized community sep¬ 
tic system, which might then tie into a sewer system 
at some time in the future. Not every problem can be

Fire sprinklers 
provide protection 
in your home 

by Fire Chief David Pisano 

The vast majority of people who die in fires in the 
United States are children and the elderly, both of 
whom are often unable to escape on their own. Now, 
fire sprinkler systems installed in the home can pro¬ 
tect not only those people who need assistance 
escaping a fire, but the entire family. 

The Agawam Fire Department says that by 
installing a home fire sprinkler system, you are pro¬ 
viding a type of 24-hour, automatic fire protection. 

A fire may smoulder for hours, but once the first 
flame appears, it may take only two minutes for the 
fire to spread to the contents, walls, and ceiling of an 
entire room. However, in a room protected by a fire . 
sprinkler system, the heat from the fire would cause 
the sprinkler to spray water to extinguish or confine 
the fire until the fire department arrives. 

Statistics show that sprinkler systems save lives 
and reduce fire damages by over 80 percent in some 
cases. Sprinklers have been used in commercial 
buildings for many years. The combined new technol¬ 
ogy of a quick-response sprinkler head, the reduced 
expense of installation, the use of plastic pipes, and 
the ability to blend the sprinkler into the decor of a 
room, have all helped to increase the popularity and 
use of home sprinkler systems. 

They are being included in plans for new homes, 
as well as being added to existing construction. Tests 
of these new systems show that sprinkler heads 
respond to fire in as little as 35 seconds. When cou¬ 
pled with smoke detectors, they provide early warning 
and early extinguishment. 

Frequent questions concerning home sprinklers 
include the following: 

* W\ll the sprinklers go off accidentally? 

Research shows an accidental discharge due to a 
manufacturing defect is one in 16,000,000 sprinklers 
per year in service. 

* If one sprinkler head goes off, will they all 
activate? Sprinkler heads are designed to react to 
temperatures in each room individually. Normally, 
only the sprinkler over the fire will activate. 

* If the sprinkler system activates, will my 
house sustain severe water damage? Tests show 
that damage caused by water from a sprinkler is 
much less than damage caused by fire department 
hose streams. 

* Aren’t sprinklers too expensive to install? A 

2,000-square-foot home under construction can be 
protected by a sprinkler system costing as little as 
$1,500 to $2,000. 

As an added bonus, most insurance companies 
offer a sizeable discount for coverage of homes with 
sprinkler systems.

Ag. Fire Dept. & 
CPSC launch recall To 
prevent fires 

The Agawam Fire Department is working with the 
Office of the State Fire Marshal and the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety Commission (CPSC) to 
launch a “recall round-up” to rid homes of fire haz¬ 
ards. CPSC is organizing a nationwide campaign to 
discard hazardous consumer products such as old 
disposable lighters, frayed extension cords, and 
recalled products that could lead to a deadly fire. 

The products on the recall round-up list have been 
recalled previously or were made safer when new 
safety standards were put in place. 

“Product recalls do not always immediately get 
unsafe products off store shelves or out of people’s 
homes,” said Agawam Fire Chief David Pisano. 
“Because these products can cause fires, we hope 
every family will make it part of their spring cleaning 
to get rid of any that might still be in the house.” 

In 2000, 78 people died in fires in Massachusetts, 
up significantly from the 53 fire deaths in 1999. 
Children are particularly vulnerable. In fact, children 
under age five have a fire death rate more than twice 
the national average. 

Today, the CPSC is launching its recall round-up 
and asking consumers to look for and remove prod¬ 
ucts from their homes that pose a fire hazard. 

These items include cigarette lighters without 
child-resistant mechanisms; extension cords with 
frayed or cut insulation; Black and Decker 
Spacemaker Optima Toasters (Model T1000); KMart 
children’s decorative lamps; halogen tochiere 
lamps sold before wire guards were required; GE and 
Hotpoint dishwashers; and old electric hair dryers 
with built-in shock protection devices in the plug.

Marshal at (978) 567-3380, vAww.state.ma.us./dfs : or 
the Agawam Fire Department at 786-2662. 

Consumers should immediately stop using any 
recalled products, and either dispose of it or contact 
the U.S. CPSC for directions on returning it to the 
manufacturer.

Homemade beauty recipes 

Question: You once gave a few “recipes" for the 
face and body that were really neat! Got any more? 

Answer: Sure! I am glad that you enjoyed them. I 
acquire many homemade beauty recipes as I go 
along and like to try them for myself. Some are really 
beneficial and some are just too messy or time-con¬ 
suming. Here are a few more little secrets that I have 
found to be pretty cool! 

I have been told that Cleopatra kept her skin silky 
soft by taking daily milk baths. You can make your 
own by combining two cups of dry whole-milk powder 
with one cup cornstarch and 1/4 teaspoon of any fra¬ 
grant oil (I recommond lavender, which claims to calm 
and induce sleep).

Jesus: More than just a good 

teacher or moral leader 

if we have heard it said once, we must have heard 
it said a thousand times. “Jesus was a good teacher.” 
Others might say, “Jesus was a good moral leader.” 
However, Jesus did not act like He was just a good 
teacher or moral leader. Jesus saw Himself, and 
acted like, He is the Son of God. Not “was.” “Is." 

Shortly before Jesus was to be crucified for our 
sins, He prayed for you and me. That’s right, for us, 
the people who are living today. He didn’t pray only for 
us, He prayed as well for those who came before us, 
and He prayed for those who will follow us. But nev¬ 
ertheless, Jesus prayed for us. 

Jesus prayed, "Father, the time has come. 
Reveal the glory of Your Son so that He can give 
the glory back to You. For You have given Him 
authority over every man and woman in all the 
earth. He gives eternal life to each one You have 
given Him. And this is the way to have eternal life 
• by knowing you, the only true God, and Jesus 
Christ, whom You have sent to earth. And now, 
Father, reveal My glory as I stand in Your pres¬ 
ence, the glory we shared before the world began. 
I am not praying for these alone, but also for 
future believers who will come to Me because of 
their testimony. My prayer for all of them is that 
they will be of one heart and mind, just as You and 
I are, Father - that just as You are in Me and I am 
in You, so they will be in Us, and the world will 
believe that You sent Me. ” 

This prayer of Jesus, which is beautiful in and of 
itself, also tells us much about how Jesus saw 
Himself, saw God the Father, and saw us. As Jesus 
turned His attention to the most challenging part of His 
ministry, from a human perspective, that is; He wasn't 
thinking about the pain He would suffer. He was think¬ 
ing about accomplishing His purpose, which was to 
break the power of the devil, who had the power of 
death. Only in that way could He deliver those 
who through fear of death have been living all 
their lives as slaves to constant dread. Good 
teachers teach and leaders lead; but Jesus the 
Messiah died for our sins. 

Jesus saw God, not as a distant and unknowable 
cosmic force, but rather, as His Father. Jesus enjoyed 
a warm, intimate and friendly relationship with God. 
He was familiar with God’s heart. Jesus was familiar 
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with God's mind, and God’s purpose. In His prayer, 
Jesus referred to the closeness of His relationship 
with God. "My prayer for them is that they will be 
of one heart and mind, just as You and I are, 
Father." Good teachers are expected to know a lot 
about their subjects, but Jesus knew God personally. 

Jesus saw Himself as having a certain responsibil¬ 
ity for people. Elsewhere, Jesus once said, "I am the 
Good Shepherd. The Good Shepherd lays down 
His life for the sheep. A hired man will run when 
he sees the wolf coming and will leave the sheep, 
for they aren’t his and he isn’t their shepherd." 
Good teachers should have a genuine interest in their 
students, and a concern for their will being. But good 
teachers are not expected to die for their students. 
Because Jesus didn’t see Himself as only a good 
teacher, but rather as the Son of God who was com¬ 
missioned by God to be our Savior, He was willing to 
die for our sins. In Jesus’ day, and for at least a thou¬ 
sand years before, being a shepherd of sheep meant 
more than just watching the sheep, feeding the sheep, 
or directing the sheep from one pasture to another. It 
did mean that, but much more than that as well. The 
shepherd who took his responsibilities seriously pro¬ 
tected the sheep of his flock from predators. Jesus 
offers us protection from predators, as well. 

In His prayer, we see that Jesus saw Himself as 
possessing eternal life, and being able to confer eter¬ 
nal life to others. He starts off by saying, "Father, the 
time has come." Jesus recognized that His earthly 
sojourn and ministry was coming to a conclusion, but 
that wasn’t the end of the matter. Far from it! He was 
moving into another dimension of life, one that He had 
lived in before; "the glory We shared before the 
world began.” Then He prays that we, too, will be 
able to enter that dimension with Him; “that just as 
You are in Me and I am in You, so they will be in 
Us.” In this prayer, Jesus expressed very high hopes 
for us, indeed. 

This is by no means the only place in the Bible we 
see Jesus considering Himself this way. Although 
many people who have just a passing knowledge of 
the Book of Revelation think it is simply a record of 
fantastic, even hard to believe, prophecies about the 
end of time, the proper title and accurate description 
of the book is, “The Revelation of Jesus Christ." 
Near the conclusion of The Revelation of Jesus 
Christ, Jesus makes a promise intended to inspire us 
and to give us hope. “See, I am coming soon, and 
My reward is with Me, to repay everyone accord¬ 
ing to the deeds they have done. I am the Alpha 
and the Omega, the Beginning and the End, the 
First and the Last. Blessed are those who are 
washing their robes, to have the right to enter in 
through the gates of the City, and to eat from the 
Tree of Life.” Jesus is saying, God wants us near 
Himself. These are not the words of "just” a good 
teacher or leader; it is the declaration of the love that 
God has for each of us!

What is a G.A.L.? 

Question: My wife and I are in the process of a 
divorce and we are both requesting custody of our 
eight year-old son. We each have many witnesses 
that will testify for each of us. My attorney mentioned 
that I should hire a G.A.L. to investigate the facts of 
our case. What is a G.A.L. and why would I want to 
spend money on a G.A.L. when I am already paying 
my attorney to represent me? 

Answer: G.A.L. is the abbreviation for the term 
"Guardian Ad Litem.” In a custody dispute, the G.A.L. 


represents the best interests of the children. The 
G.A.L. interviews witnesses, parties, therapists, 
teachers, daycare providers, and other professionals. 
The G.A.L. reviews documents such as medical 
records, Department of Social Services records, crim¬ 
inal records, school records, and letters. 

The G.A.L. makes factual findings based on these 
interviews and documents researched and submits a 
written report to the Court. The G.A.L. may also make 
certain recommendations based on these factual find¬ 
ings. The parties may agree on the facts and/or rec¬ 
ommendations. The parties do not have to agree to 
the G.A.L. report. Some of the issues investigated 
include child abuse, domestic violence, and drug and 
alcohol abuse. 

As there are currently no uniform standards for 
G.A.L. investigations and reports, you should discuss 
with your divorce attorney who will be selected as the 
Guardian Ad Litem in your particular case, and the 
specific issues to be investigated.

Employment - 
wrongful termination 

The plaintiff was terminated from her position as 
operations manager for the defendants. She had 
worked for the defendants for over three years and 
had been promoted to the position of operations 
manager. In the spring of the year of her termination, 
the plaintiff informed the business owner that she was 
pregnant and that she would be taking her vacation in 
the fall to coincide with the birth of her baby and that 
she intended to work until her delivery. 

Following her notification to the defendants that 
she was pregnant, the plaintiff was allegedly treated 
differently than before her pregnancy. The defendants 
also offered the plaintiff only half of the maternity 
leave allowed by G.L.c. 149, section 105D and did not 
post the required maternity leave law. 

Unbeknownst to the plaintiff, in the summer of that 
year, the defendants hired a replacement for her. A 
month later, the plaintiff reported to work and was 
informed that she was fired. When the plaintiff asked 
for the reasons for her termination, the defendants 
allegedly refused to provide any information. Prior to 
that day, the plaintiff reportedly was never warned or 
otherwide disciplined concerning her work perform¬ 
ance. Thereafter, the defendants provided the plaintiff 
with a letter of reference. 

When the plaintiff sought unemployment benefits, 
she learned that the defendants were alleging that 
she was terminated, in part, because items were 
missing from the store. Evidence concerning these 
facts was presented to the jury. 

The defendants at trial attempted to claim that the 
plaintiff was terminated for theft. The defendants, sub¬ 
sequent to trial, moved for a new trial and for judg¬ 
ment notwithstanding the verdict. The court denied 
both motions. The plaintiff was awarded $426,678.00.

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Managing your nest 


egg in retirement 

Reaching retirement can free you from the daily 
demands of working life, but it may also present you 
with a daunting challenge: trying to make sure your 
assets can support you for as long as you need, 
potentially up to 30 years or more. 

Unlike your working years, when the key to achiev¬ 
ing a better standard of living is usually to earn more 
income, money management in retirement focuses on 
making the most of what you have. In retirement, a 
financial plan can help ensure your nest egg will be 
able to last throughout your lifetime. 

Part of devising and following a viable financial 
plan means deciding how to slice the pieces of your 
retirement income pie without consuming too much, 
too soon.

Create a Budget 

In retirement, money managing is synonumous 
with budgeting. Just as it’s prudent to plan your gen¬ 
eral household spending in an average week or 
month, it’s also helpful to determine how to invest for 
your retirement. Your first step is to come to several 
determinations. Try to assess: 

1. The rate of return you can realistically expect 
your investments to earn over time. Your rate of 
return will depend on the types of assets in your port¬ 
folio, varying based on ecomonic conditions, market 
fluctuations, etc. 

2. The effects of inflation on your purchasing 
power. While the inflation rate has been relatively low 
recently compared to historical averages, according 
to the Consumer Price Index (September 28, 2000), 
it’s averaged around five percent annually over the 
past 30 years. 

3. The number of years you expect your retire¬ 
ment to last. According to the U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services, the average American’s 
life expectancy is around age 76 and is expected to 
rise to 78 by the year 2025. So, keep in mind your 
benefits may need to last for at least 20 years, and 
possibly much longer. 

Based on your estimates and the size of your 
retirement portfolio, you can determine how much to 
withdraw each year to provide the income you need. 
For example, suppose you have a nest egg of 
$350,000 at retirement and anticipate a 7 percent 
annual return, perhaps you withdraw $21,000 the first 
year (6 percent of $350,000), and increase with¬ 
drawals each year to account for inflation, you can 
expect your money to last 22 years. (These hypothet¬ 
ical rates of return are for illustrative purposes only 
and are not meant to represent the past or future 
returns of any specific investments or investment 
strategy, or to imply any guaranteed rate of return.) 

In calculating your withdrawal percentage, keep in 
mind even minor differences in the percentage you 
withdraw each year can add up to significant sums 
over time. For example, if you withdraw 5 percent of 
your assets each year, your money will last substan¬ 
tially longer than if you take 6 percent.

Different distribution options can help you make the 
most of your retirement account. For example, you 
might choose to take a portion of your investments as 
an immediate annuity and leave the remainder in your 
retirement account to continue growing. An immediate 
annuity, which generates income payments immedi¬ 
ately, may, depending on the type of annuity you 
select, shelter you from outliving your portfolio. 
Meanwhile, any assets remaining in your retirement 
account, such as stocks and bonds, may offer better 
protection than the annuity against inflation. 

Market Downturns Can Cloud the Picture 

Calculating the longevity of your retirement portfo¬ 
lio, if invested in securities, can be particularly difficult 
amid market volatility. If you’re taking a fixed sum out 
of your assets every year, an underperforming market 
can cause you to sell securities in order to get the 
cash you need, shortening your portfolio’s life. To bal¬ 
ance the potential problems caused by a weak mar¬ 
ket, you may want to consider keeping cash equal to 
six to 12 months of living expenses in an account to 
cover unexpected market fluctuations, such as a 
money market, where you’re not penalized for a with¬ 
drawal.

Screen repairs... 

This time of year brings many requests for screen 
porch repairs. Now is the time to open the windows 
and doors and set up the patio furniture on your 
screened-in porch. But before you do, take a good 
look at the condition of your screens. 

If there are any tears, you will not be getting the full 
protection from the bugs that you trying to keep out of 
your house. Over the winter, ice and snow can build 
up and cause small tears and holes, and age can 
cause screens to deteriorate and come undone at the 
edges. Here is a simple process to repairing those 
screens yourself: 

First, you will need a few things to get started. They 
can be found at any home improvement or hardware 
store ... replacement screening, a utility knife, a 


screen roller, and spline (this is the rubber piece that 
holds the screen in place around the frame). 

Next, you will need to remove the old spline hold¬ 
ing in the screen you are replacing. This can be done 
by lifting out one end with the tip of your utility knife 
and pulling it out. Once the spline is removed, the old 
screen will lift right out. Then, place your new screen 
(it comes in rolls) over your frame. Use the utility knife 
to cut the screen, leaving about two inches overhang¬ 
ing the frame. 

Now take the spline and install, starting at one cor¬ 
ner of the frame. Using your screen roller, simply push 
the spline into the groove around the entire perimeter 
of the screen frame. As you go around, the spline will 
tighten the screen for a smooth, snug fit. 

When you are finished, take your utility knife and 
trim away all excess screen. 

There are many types of screens to choose from, 
including fiberglass, aluminum, and the new 
TigerWire (which is guaranteed not to rip or tear). 
Screening also comes in a variety of colors, such as 
bronze, black, and charcoal.

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Reduce your risks... 

May is “National Stroke Awareness Month” 


“Prevention is still the most important and most 
effective measure to battle stroke," said Dr. George F. 
Howard, acting chief of neurology at Baystate Medical 
Center. 

May is National Stroke Awareness Month when 
health care professionals across the country join 
together to raise awareness about the disease and its 
prevention. 

Stroke is the third leading cause of death in the 
United States next to heart disease and cancer. A 
stroke, or “brain attack," occurs when a blood clot 
lodges itself in a blood vessel causing an interruption 
of blood flow to the brain or when a blood vessel 
breaks, causing a hemorrhage into the brain. A stroke 
kills the brain cells in the affected area of the brain. If 
medical treatment is not given immediately, damage 
to the brain increases and functions such as speech, 
movement, and memory may be impaired. 

According to the National Stroke Association, the 
following are risk factors that can be controlled to 
reduce chances of getting a stroke: high blood pres¬ 
sure, atrial fibrillation (irregular heartbeat), heart dis¬ 
ease, high cholesterol, diabetes, smoke (doubles 
stroke risk), excessive consumption of alcohol, and 
weight. 

Nearly 750,000 people in the United States have a 
stroke each year. One-third of those who survive will 
have another stroke within five years. Unfortunately, a 
large percentage of Americans cannot recognize the 
sumptoms of a stroke and fail to get treatment at the 
onset of any of the following five warning signs: 

1. Sudden weakness or numbness of the face, 
arm, or leg, particularly on one side of the body. 

2. Sudden dimness or loss of vision in one or both 
eyes. 

3. Loss of speech or trouble talking, or trouble 
understanding speech. 


4. A sudden severe headache with no apparent 

cause. * 

5. Unexplained dizziness, unsteadiness, or sudden 
falls, especially along with any of the previous symp¬ 
toms. 

Any one of these symptoms may indicate a stroke 
and requires immediate medical attention. 

A common misconception about stroke is that it 
cannot be treated after onset. However, stroke can be 
treated if medical attention is given immediately. 

Baystate Medical Center has an established stroke 
intervention protocol for the identification and treat¬ 
ment of stroke patients. The protocol went into effect 
after the 1998 FDA approval of thrombolytics to treat 
stroke. Thrombolytics, previously only used to dis¬ 
solve blood clots in heart attack patients, have been 
shown to be effective in the treatment of selected 
stroke victims. 

Stroke intervention protocol at BMC involves iden¬ 
tifying patients who are in the process of developing a 
stroke through careful neurological examination. An 
urgent CAT scan is performed to exclude a brain hem¬ 
orrhage. If a clot within a vessel is suspected, then the 
thrombolytic agent, tissue plasminogen activator (t- 
PA), can be administered to reestablish the blood sup¬ 
ply to the brain. The protocol of administering t-PA is 
safe and effective only if it occurs within 80 minutes 
after the onset of stroke symptoms. 

“Because t-PA must be administered so quickly 
after the initiation of symptoms to be effective, educa¬ 
tion is an important element of this program," said Dr. 
John Santoro, vice-chairman, Department of 
Emergency Medicine at Baystate Medical Center. 
“Physicians and consumers must be made aware of 
the early warning signs of a stroke so that patients are 
brought to the emergency department in a timely 
manner.”

Second opinions 

Last week, I attended a seminar on mild head and 
neck injuries. The seminar was composed of several 
professionals, including physical therapists, primary 
care physicians, neurologists, neuropsychologists, 
nurse practitioners, chiropractors, emergency room 
physicians, and others. 

It was wonderful to share our different perspectives 
and disciplines for the same injury. All of us have dif¬ 
ferent approaches and treatment to this type of injury, 
but all of us are similar in our goal of getting the 
patient better. 

There is not one, surefire treatment for neck and 
head injuries, but each of our disciplines is effective 
treatment. The nice part of working together as a team 
is communication; knowing when to refer to another 
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professional and which technique/treatment may be 
the most beneficial to the patient. 

Communication and open discussion is important 
in the health arena. If I have a patient who is not 
responding to chiropractic care, I need to refer the 
patient to an appropriate discipline for a second opin¬ 
ion. Communication is important. 

I need to be able to discuss with the referring doc¬ 
tor what I’ve done for treatment, what has been effec¬ 
tive and what has not, what I’ve done for diagnostic 
examination and tests in order that the new doctor 
doesn’t “reinvent the wheel” and repeat failures. He or 
she can look at the patient with different “eyes" and 
give a fresh perspective on the patient’s condition. 

Doctors who do not refer for second opinions or 
insurance companies who do not allow this in their 
plan should be regarded very carefully. 

The key to managing a patient’s condition is to get 
a true sense of what is actually "going on," to treat the 
patient appropriately, and to refer out for a second 
opinion if the patient does not respond to care. As pro¬ 
fessionals, we should work together for the patient’s 
best interest.

“Hamming” it up... 


Did you know you can send in recipes to me at P.O. 
Box 741, Agawam, MA 01001? 

At Easter, ham is a very popular dish. However, 
you can also enjoy it at any time of the year. 

In addition to ham sandwiches, how about adding 
ham to make split pea soup or a casserole or two. 
Take 2C chopped ham and add the following ingredi¬ 
ents: 1/4 C each of red bell pepper and green bell 
pepper, an onion, 2C frozen corn, 2 Tb butter, 8 slices 
of American cheese, 1 can cream of mushroom soup, 
1 can of whole milk, 1 C cooked potatoes (diced), 
black pepper to taste, and one medium bag of potato 
chips (crushed). NO SALT TO BE ADDED! 

Start with the butter. Now, add your ham and sizzle 
it. Add your veggies.Cook ‘til it’s simmering along. 
Add soup, milk, and cheese. Simmer ‘til all is blended 
and nice and creamy. Transfer to a baking dish (but¬ 
tered). Cover with the crushed chips. Season with the 
pepper. Now, bake at 350 degrees for about 45 min¬ 
utes ‘til top is browning and the casserole is bubbling. 

Another dish that is very similar is a baked maca¬ 
roni and cheese dish; I use Kraft macaroni and 


cheese in the blue box. Cook pasta and add cheese 
and milk to make the dish. Now, add 2 scrambled 
eggs to make a great baked casserole, 1/4 C each 
bell pepper and onion, and add 1/2 C of your favorite 
cheese. Try using a pepper jack to jumpstart the fla¬ 
vor. Bake at 350 degrees ‘til golden. 

Sometimes people may ask why don’t I make 
everything from scratch. It’s nice if you have the time, 
but some of us are working for a living and have to 
make a nice meal when we come home on top of 
eight hours at the job. Use every advantage you can 
to have a nice, satisfying meal with less work. Try 
making bisquits and serve with butter and honey with 
these meals. Use Bisquick, real buttermilk, and add a 
1/2 tsp of baking powder, along with a shot of lemon 
juice. This makes for nice bisquits, and it’s something 
different than just plain old bread on the table. What’s 
more, it’s easy!

* “Terminator 2: Judgement Day”: 1991. Rated 
R. 

Arnold Schwarzenegger returns as a future cyborg 
who must protect the future savior of humankind. 
Edward Furlong stars as John Connor, the son of 
Sarah Connor (played by Linda Hamilton, who repris¬ 
es her role from the first film), who learns that it is he 
who is this future savior. Special effects abound and 
turned this film into a box-office bonanza. 

Where most sequels are inferior to their predeces¬ 
sors, "Terminator 2: Judgement Day” (or, as it is 
dubbed, “T2") proves that there truly was more story 
to be told in relation to the plot of the first film. This 
fact immediately makes the film more intriguing. 
Director James Cameron created the perfect balance 
of suspense and drama within the screenplay, and this 
(consequently) keeps the audience involved and on- 
edge. 

Quite possibly the most memorable addition to the 
film was the assassin made of “liquid metal,” played to 
ruthless perfection by Robert Patrick. The confronta¬ 
tions with this character prove to be the high point of 
the film not only because these scenes involve the 
most mesmerizing special effects; but also because 
the prevalent - but underlying - conflict of good versus 
evil comes to the forefront through the action. These 
scenes oftentimes gives the audience a false feeling 
of possible resolution and closure that enables 
Cameron to singlehandedly, and intentionally, agitate 
the viewers. 

If you have DVD capabilities, then there is a special 
edition of this film out now called “Terminator 2: 
Judgement Day - The Ultimate Edition DVD." This 
DVD contains over six hours of never-before-seen 
content, including a segment on the making of the 


Universal Studios 3-D attraction I referred to earlier 
(called “T2 3-D - Battle Across Time”). What a great 
way to enjoy this film again or for the first time. 4 

STARS. 

* “Men In Black”: 1997. Rated PG-13. 

The unlikely duo of Tommy Lee Jones and Will 
Smith grace the silver screen as secret agents who 
“babysit” aliens living on earth in this imaginative com¬ 
edy. Smith plays a streetwise New York cop who 
becomes a recruit for the Men In Black (or MIB). 

Much of the film’s humor stems from the interaction 
between these secret agents and the outrageous 
aliens they tangle with. Also aiding the humor is the 
surprisingly humorous on-screen chemistry between 
Jones and Smith. Although Smith’s performance is 
much like many of the other roles he has played, his 
witty charm and physical acting abilitites make him a 
lot of fun to watch. 

In terms of special effects, there is plenty of eye 
candy here. The larger-than-life alien invaders are a 
treat to watch, and it is no surprise that Rick Baker 
won an Oscar for his remarkable make-up on the film. 
Director Barry Sonnenfeld balances the talents of 
Smith and Jones adequately so that neither steals the 
show here. The amazing thing is that the comedy did 
not suffer from this decision. One would think that 
Smith would carry the bulk of the humorous content, 
but this is clearly not the case for Jones also gener¬ 
ates innumerable laughs as well. 

The "Men In Black Special Edition DVD” is now 
available and features many interesting extras, such 
as trailers, an interactive three-scene editing work¬ 
shop, and a running commentary by director 
Sonnenfeld and others. I also urge you to watch the 
letterboxed edition of this film to preserve the actual 
aspect ratio of the picture to fully enjoy the many spe¬ 
cial effects. 4 STARS.

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“Kindness Campaign” 
at Agawam 
Middle School 

A simple act of kindness may not appear to be a 
very effective tool to fight violence, but evidence is 
mounting that these acts of caring may provide our 
best chance to reverse some troubling trends in our 
culture. Research indicates that put-downs and bully¬ 
ing are on the rise, and are most prevalent in grades 
four through eight. 

Nationwide, kids in this age group receive more 
than 30 put-downs a day. Most of these occur at 
school or at home. If we listen closely, the chorus of 
“happy voices” from the school yard may not sound all 
that happy. 

Educators at Agawam Middle School have recent¬ 
ly implemented a schoolwide “Kindness Campaign.” 
As educators, we recognize that 80 percent of student 
behavior is directed toward recognition and approval. 
Young people will actually seek out negative attention 
if there isn’t enough positive recognition to go around. 
Many acts of kindness go unrecognized, while acts of 
violence are quickly recognized and sometimes over- 
recognized by the media. 

We have a huge number of truly “nice kids” in our 
school and our community who never get recognized 
or appreciated. The “Kindness Campaign” operates 
by setting up a mechanism to recognize these kids.

Every classroom at Agawam Middle School has a 
Kindness Ballot Box. Students can nominate peers for 
“Student of the Week" by submitting a card identifying 
a classmate for acts of kindness and caring. Each 
week, ballots are collected and tabulated. Two stu¬ 
dents, one from grade five and one from grade six, are 
selected and recognized as “Student of the Week." 
The honor vs announced at a\\ lunches on Fridays. 

While this program is in its infancy, we hope it will 
generate positive peer pressure. Kids have begun 
looking for behaviors that warrant recognition. They 
are beginning to think of kindness and caring on a 
more conscious level. Rather than just being expect¬ 
ed and accepted, pro-social behavior is more openly 
recognized and appreciated. And we are proudly hold¬ 
ing up our “Nice Kids” as examples to be followed. 


If you would like to join us in our efforts, here are 
some ideas for spreading kindness in your family, 
neighborhood, and workplace: 

* Make a list of things that you can do to bring more 
kindness to yourself, your family, neighborhood, 
school, workplace, or community. 

* Put your shopping cart back in its appointed 
space In the parking lot. 

* As you walk through your neighborhood, pick up 
any trash on the sidewalk or gutter. 

* Send a letter to a friend, teacher, or minister let¬ 
ting them know what a difference their acts of kind¬ 
ness made in your life. 

* When someone new enrolls in your school, make 


ed to the school. 

* Make an anonymous donation to a local charity 
that is actively helping young people or start a 
fundraising drive in your office for such organizations. 

* Organize your friends or work mates to gather 
used clothing and give it to homeless shelters. 

* Ask your children to go through their toys and 
donate some of them to children who are less fortu¬ 
nate.

Why won’t he ever praise me? 

(Part 1 of 2) 

I kept calling Ann. into my office, however, she 
never came. Actually, I wasn’t surprised. Rather, I was 
annoyed and frustrated.. Ann is a senior and her 
grades are not good. To make matters worse, she 
wasn’t even coming to school regularly, so she had a 
lot of work to make up and time was running out. What 
to do? 

Finally, word got to me that, wonder of wonders, 
Ann was in school. Instead of sending her a pass, I 
went into her classroom at the beginning of class, qui¬ 
etly asked the teacher if I could talk to Ann in my 
office, and then sought out Ann. Together, we walked 
down the hall to my office. During the walk, she 
seemed her usual giggly self. “Hey, I bet you want to 
see me about graduation. Don’t worry. I’ll make it. I’m 
here today, right?” and with that, she gave another 
nervous giggle. 

Once in my office, I took out her report card. I find 
when the facts are laid out in black and white, it’s hard 
to deny them. Ann looked at them. They were no sur¬ 
prise, but she still insisted she would make it. I said, 
“Do you realize you have missed almost half of 
school? How can you pass a subject if you are not 
there to hear what the teacher has to say? What’s the 
deal?" 

“Nothing,” came her reply. Not willing to take that 
as an answer, I looked at her quizzically and said, 
“Wrong! It must be something. No one chooses to just 
stay out of school. No one really wants to get lousy 
grades. I mean, your report card can’t make you feel 
happy and proud of yourself when you look at it. 
Right?” 

As Ann had done, in the hallway, she gave another 
nervous giggle and added a few comments. 
Outwardly she tried to put on a very cavalier attitude. 
She wanted me to lay off her and to think that every¬ 
thing would really be okay. Swell, but I wasn’t biting! 
Not this time. 

I decided to stop questioning her on her grades and 
to ask her questions about home, about her family, 
about any possible problems and concerns. Initially, 


she had the big grin on her face and looked at me 
incredulously. “Anything wrong at my house? You 
must be kidding. All is fine." 

"Ann, I’m sorry, I just don’t think that’s the case. 
Something is happening that is causing your behavior. 
And you know what? I question why you wear that 
ready smile all the time. What are you hiding?” Again, 
I probed. “Tell me about Dad. What does he think 
about your grades?" 

Immediately, I saw a change in her demeanor. Her 
blue eyes darkened. She said, "Well, you know, he’s 
your typical man. He just doesn’t care! I mean, he sits 
in front of the TV with a beer in his hand and it’s like I 
don’t exist, unless, of course, I do something to annoy 
him. Or even if I don’t do something to annoy him, he 
just starts yelling at me." 

The torrent of words stopped and Ann took a 
breath. Now was my chance to interject and looking 
directly at her, I said, “Ann, not all men are like that. 
Does Dad hit you?” She told me that he doesn’t hit 
her, he just provides emotional abuse with his yelling. 
He yells at her mother, too, who just quietly takes it 
and figures, like always, the storm will pass. Ann told 
me that she just goes up to her room when Dad yells. 
She shuts the door to subconsciously shut out not 
only his words, but also that part of her life. 

"Oh, Ann, I’m so sorry. It must be hard for you.” 
Well, I guess sympathy was what she needed to hear. 
The tears started rolling down her cheeks. In a halting 
voice, she continued, “Mrs. Cohen, no one really 
cares if I pass or fail, really. I mean, Mom just wants 
to survive and Dad just seems to yell at me for every¬ 
thing, bad grades or not. He never praises me. In fact, 
he really doesn’t seem to notice I exist. And then, all 
of a sudden, I realize he does, because he starts to 
yell. You know, sometimes I just lay awake at night 
and wonder why I am so bad. Why must he yell at 
me? How can I be better? How can I walk around the 
house so he will he will maybe not notice me?” 

I realized that Ann probably does not come to 
school on some days because she is just so tired. She 
must really feel sick from the fatigue and worry and 
just can't get out of bed. 

When l asked if she has discussed the situation 
with her mother, she told me that she has. “But, Dad 
yells at her, too. Mom tells me to just stay out of his 
way. She told me she has learned to live with his 
abuse. She doesn't have a decent job, and he pro¬ 
vides the money to give us food and a roof over our 
heads. Sometimes, Mom told me, you just got to do 
what you have to do. I try to listen to her, Mrs. Cohen, 
but it’s getting so hard to put up with Dad’s yelling.”

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Eagle Scout Steve Pilegi dedicates 
project to Agawam militia

In mid-April, one of the first spring-like days after a 
long, long winter, Steve A. Pilegi dedicated the results 
of his Troop 78 Eagle Project to the Agawam Militia 
who trained during the Revolutionary War on a tract of 
land which came to be called “The Field of Parade." 

Although the ceremonty took place on Patriot’s 
Day, the monument’s meaning will reverberate down 
through the years, serving as a perpetual reminder of 
the militia who trained on this land during the 
American Revolution and the following War of 1812. 

The dedication opened with an invocation by 
Father Howard McCormick of St. John the Evangelist 
Church, followed by the National Anthem and flag¬ 
raising. 

The Sacred Heart Church Band played several 
songs and several people spoke, including Stephen 
Pilegi, Mayor Richard A. Cohen, and Major George 
Como, a training officer of the 1st Battalion 104th 
Infantry Massachusetts Army National Guard, who 
was asked to give a brief history about the Army 
Guard from its beginning to where it is today. 

It was interesting to learn that the Army National 
Guard pre-dates the founding of the nation and a 
standing military by almost a century-and-a-half, 
therefore making it the oldest component of the 
United States armed forces. 

Como learned through his research that "America’s 
first permanent militia regiments, among the continu¬ 
ing units in history, were organized by the 
Massachusetts Bay Colony in 1636.” 

Since then, the Guard has participated in every 
U.S. conflict “through our current deployments in sup¬ 
port of Operation Joint Forge (BiH/Kosovo),” added 
Como. 

Pilegi has been a Boy Scout for 12 years. The mon¬ 
ument, an engraved granite marker, is the result of 
this eight-month Boy Scout community service project 
that he hopes will help him become an Eagle Scout. 

"I went to a Veterans’ Committee meeting for ideas 
for my project and they suggested that I research the 
Field of Parade at Feeding Hills Center.” 

Agawam, Massachusetts: A Town History, by 
noted town historian Edith LaFrancis, specified, “The 
Revolutionary militia gathered on the space for drills 
and instruction at least eight times per year. In 
September 1811, there was an order by Commander 
Daniel Leonard, Jr. for troops to appear at an armed 
muster at the site. ” 

Cohen said, “Stephen Pilegi’s Eagle Scout project 
is in line with the Eagle Scout’s commitment to com¬ 
munity service. He is to be commended for the hard 
work he did to make this happen so that all who pass 
this way can be reminded of our patriots and the free¬ 
dom they’ve given us." 

The Agawam High senior had to raise about 
$1,400 to buy the monument and have the engraving 
done. 

A fellow Troop 78 Boy Scout, Jeremy Skiba, was a 
big help in assisting Pilegi dig through the frozen earth 
in the winter to make a place for this monument. Pilegi

praised Police Officer Christopher Sanchez and 
Veterans’ Agent Edward Kellogg for the extra help 
they gave him. 

The dedication of this Eagle Scout's monument 
resulted in a tasteful, permanent reminder of the 
meaning of the Field of Parades. The brief history on 
the Army Guard prepared by Major George Como is 
another benefit which resulted from the project. 

“In present times, the Army National Guard has two 
missions. The first is a state mission. The Guard is 
under the command of the governor in peacetime. 
The governor will mobilize us in case of a state emer¬ 
gency, such as snowstorm, flood, or when the tall 
ships come into Boston Harbor. We also participate in 
ceremonies such as dedication, funerals, and 
parades. Our armories are used by the local commu¬ 
nity. 

"The Massachusetts Army National Guard has an 
office called the Drug Demand Reduction office that is 
used to help in illegal drug control and sponsors the 
Challenge program to help kids learn to stay away 
from drugs. During a federal emergency, the president 
can order the National Guard or specific units to active 
duty and then the Guard is like any other active unit. 
Active duty needs the National Guard to help support 
it in times of emergency. 

"The way that our government has the Army forces 
structured, active duty requires the help of the Guard 
in order to sustain itself for long periods of time, such 
as Desert Storm or rotations in BiH. All parts of the 
Army working together to support each other have 
helped to keep this nation strong and FREE,” said 
Como.

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“Birds Of Prey” 
program at 
Granger School 

The Granger School first-graders in the classes of 
Anne Liptak and Jeanne Carra recently enjoyed a 
special “Birds of Prey" program. 

The program was conducted by Thomas Ricardi 
from the Massachusetts Birds of Prey Rehabilitation 
Facility in Conway, Mass. 

Mr. Ricardi explained to the children that the birds 
in his facility are not pets, but were injured and cannot 
be released to the wild. 

The birds which he brought to the show included a 
screech owl, a red-tailed hawk, a saw-whet owl (the 
smallest in New England), a barn owl (also known as 
the monkey-faced owl), a spotted eagle from Europe 
(with a 4-1 /2-foot wing span), a barred owl (only two 
weeks old), and a bald eagle, which builds the largest 
nest of the birds of prey. 

The bald eagle, which seemed to be the favorite of 
the children, was four years-old, 15 pounds, and had 
a wing span of seven feet. 

In addition to seeing the birds, the children also 
saw different types of feathers, eggs, and pellets. 

The children were very excited to get such a close- 
up view of the birds.

After clinching a Division I tournament berth last 
week, the Agawam High softball team (not satisfied 
with just being a part of the post-season) is now look¬ 
ing for the best possible seed they can get in the 
upcoming tournament.

The Agawam High girls’ track team tuned up for the 
Western Mass. Division I Tournament with an appear¬ 
ance at the PVIACs last Saturday, May 19th, at 
Minnechaug Regional High School. 

The Brownies took one first, that coming from All- 
Western Mass, senior Laura Bucalo in the shot put 
(33’9.5”). The Brownies also had a barrage of sec¬ 
onds and thirds, led by their outstanding sophomore 
class. Sophomore Andrea Babbin was out front of this 
charge, placing second in the 100-meter dash (13.4), 
third in the triple jump, and ran the anchor in the 
team’s second- place 4 x 100 meter relay team (52.8 
seconds). For good measure, Babbin added a fourth 
in the pole vault (eight feet). 

On the relay team, Babbin was joined by sopho¬ 
more Danielle Cirillo and seniors Ashlee Lorraine and 
Emily Norris. 

Sophomore Kaitlin Sardella (the team’s All-

season) had two seconds. She ran a personal best 
time of 2:28.4 to place second in the 800 meters, and 
ran the anchor on the team’s 4 x 800 relay team, 
which also placed second.

Stay relaxed over the putt 


When I’m putting well, it seems like all I have to do 
is pick out the line and then just try to stay relaxed 
with my hands, shoulders, and arms over the ball. 

When I get tight, it’s very difficult for me to make 
short putts or to get longer-approach putts close to 
the hole, because the tension and pressure make it 
very hard to have any feel. 

The key is keeping your hands very soft throughout 
the stroke, because as soon as you begin to tighten 
your grip on the club, the tension rises through your 
arms and into your shoulders. Once this happens, its 
tough to make a smooth, consistent stroke.
